Nashvillb, July 27, 1861, 

A raid upon the rear of Johnston’s army, 
and the cutting of his line of communica- 
tion having been decided npon by General 
Sherman, the important duty of carrying it 
out was intrusted to Major-General Rousseau. 
The preparatory orders to him were issued 
about tbe 1st of July, and the command was 
to be organised out of such aterials as were 
at hand. Several regiments of cavalry in 
bis district, which would necessarily form a 
part, were only partly mounted, and were 
scattered it different points along the rail- 
road. They were, however, gathered together 
and sent as promptly as possible to Decatur, 
Alabama, from which point the expedition 
was to start. 

The ccmmand was divided into two brig- 
ade^»the 1st commanded by Col. T. J. Har- 
riot, 8th Indiana; and the 2d by Col. Ham- 
on, 9th Ohio, composed as follows; 

1st Brigade. — Eighth Indiana cavalry, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Jones; 8th Iowa cavalry, 
Lieutenant-Colonel M. T. Patrick; 21 Ken- 
ttoky crvalry, Lieutenant- Color*; Watts. 

2d Brigade — Niuth Ohio cavalry, Capt. 
— — ; 4th Tennneseee cavalry, Major Stevens; 
and two guns of battery E, 1st Michigan ar- 
tillery, Lieut. Wightman.

Gen. Rousseau reached Decatur on the 9th 
cf July, and in the evening ef the same day, 
the last detachments of the different regi- 
ments which were to compose the command 



also arrived, and preparations were male fc- 
tarting the next day. 

Sunday, the 10th, was a busy day in camp; 



anything but a Sabbath-like still prevailed. 
In the morning horses were issuod to regi- 
ments yet in need ot them — tents, extra cloth- 
ing, and other articles not necessary far the 
trip were packed np to be left behind, and the 
bustle of preparation was visible in every 
quarter. No vehicles were to be taken ex- 
cept five smbnlancea for the transportation of 
the sick and wounded. The whole command 
was put in light marching order, so as to 
move with celerity, the necessary articles, 
such as ammunition, axes, Ac., being trans- 
ported on peek-mules. The men were not al- 
lowed to carry any extra clothing except a 
shirt and pair of socks for a change; even 
blankets were to be left behind. Everything 
betokened that the movement was one that 
required rapidity of execution. Fifteen days’ 
rations of salt, coffee, and sugar, five of hard 
bread, and one of bacon, were issued to the 
men, and carried In their haversacks. Sub- 
sistence for the rest of the trip was to be ob- 
tained in the country to bo traversed by the 
command. To provide against lameness of 
the hor6es from loss of ahees, each maa carried 
with him two shoes, fitted for his horse, and 
nails sufficient for fastening them. 

rose SB no vs. 

In the afternoon everything was ready, the 
bugles sounded “forward,” and the command 
moved out What point it was to strike for, 
few, if any knew, except its commander aad 
General Sherman, who had intrusted te him 
he important enterprise. All however felt 
%t the expedition was of more than ordinary 
importance, and that it was intended to pene- 
trate farther into the Interior of the Confed- 
eracy than any similar expedition had reached. 
Hazardous it might be, bnt there was a smack 
Of daring and dash about it, which was cap- 
tivating, snd gave to officers and men an in- 
spiriting feeling different from that of an or- 
dinary march. Entire confidence too was 
felt in the gallant leader of the command, 
and the able and far-eeeing General who had 
intiusted him with it. 

Starting out in a southeasterly direction, 
the expedition took the road toward Somer- 
ville, a county seat, 15 miles from Decatur. 
The road crosses Flint river seven miles out, 
and passes over a country generally af flat 
surface. Somerville was reached about 9 
o'clock at night, aad the command bivouacked 
until morning. A forage train accompanied 
it this far with corn for the horses — the 
wagons returning to Decatur next day. 
Henceforward the horses wers to take the 
chances of such forage as the country afforded 
along the route. 

July llfh. — The expedition was now fairly 
Started in tbe enemy’s country, and, judging 
from the rations issued, was not likely to re- 
turn to our own lines in less than two weeks. 
The direction pursued was about the same as 
before — southeast. The distance marched was 
about thirty miles, and In the evening the 
ccmmand bivouacked on Sand Mountain, the 
dividing ridge which separates the waters 
flowing into tbe Tensessee river from those 
•owing into the Gulf of Mexico. The country 
was generally poor, and afforded bat a scanty 
Supply of forage for the horses. 

Jury 11th . — Descending Sand Mountain in 
the meriting, the expedition forded Black 
Warrior river, a tributary of the Tombigbre, 
and at 10 o’clock reached Blountsville, the 
county teat of Blount county. 

PRISONERS RSLBA3BD. 

In the jail here were found two do3erters 
from Johnston’s army aad four negroes, 
xged with the crime of seeking their liber- 
ty^xtll were released. A prisoner charged 
with mnrder was in confinement in the same 
j ail, and was left to await his trial at the 
hands of tbe civil authorities. Beyond 
Blountsville tbe road crosses Strait lloantain, 
tbe descent of which is remarkably steep and 
rugged, but was paesed without accident, and 
the command baited for the night in a fertile 
valley, where a good supply of oats was ob- 
tained for the horses. On this day’s march the 
first armed rebels were mat, a small party of 
them having fired on the advance guard on 
the mountain and then fled. Their shots were 
ineffective. 

SUPPLIES CAPTURED. 

A regiment was sent forward in the night 
to Asbville, five miles, to secure any sanplies 
the rebels might have at that point. A suffi- 
cient quantity of corn for tbe horses was ob- 
tained, and aleo a quantity of flour and bacon. 

July 13th —Tbe command marched into 
Ashville in tbe morning, and remained for 
several hours, getting the horses completely 
shod np. AU places of business were closed, 
and ft number of the citizens had fled 
in terror at the approach of ths dread- 
ed Yankees. Tbe printing office of the 
oonnty paper (the “Ashville Vidotte") 
was deserted by tbe proprietors and printers, 
leaving tbe forms on the press, the edition be- 
ing partly wotkedoff. The paper contained 
Tallandighsm’u speech at Hamilton, Ohio, 
and in an editorial article eulogized Yal as a 
“gifted statesman, orator, and patriotic exile." 
The Editor further shows the following, look- 
ing to the peace party af the North for aid in 
sustaining the rebellion: 

“It is our desire to see the names of Fer- 
nando Wood and C. L. Vallandigham, or 
3ome of their co-laborers, placed upon the 
the ticket of that party at the Obicago con- 
vention, for President and Vice President of 
the United States, supported by such men as 
Long and Harris; and jnst in proportion to 
the support they receive will the North ex- 
hibit signs of returning reason and humanity. 
If they are elected we expect to have peace, 
independence, and constitutional liberty." 

Several printers were detailed and sent to 
the office, and the press was goon put to a 
use Dever anticipated by its owner — printing 
orders and blanks for a Yankee command. 
The printers also amused themselves by 
taking out a column of secession stuff from 
the form of the "Yidette,” and inserting a 
" L ‘ tutorial, changing the tone of the pa- 
per, and also some items encouraging the 
arrival of Gen. Ronsseau’a command. A few 
copies of the new edition were worked off 
before the command again took up the line 
ef march. 

CBAKOa II ORGANIZATION. 

Here a change was made in the organiza- 
tion of the brigades. The 9lh Ohio being 
without a field officer, and having an inade- 
quate number of line officers, Ool. Hamilton 
took commend of his regiment, which was 



placed in the 1st brigade, whilst the 5th Io- 
wa, 4th Tennessee, and the battery were 
made to comprise the 2d brigade, under com- 
mand of Lieutenant-Colonel Patrick, of the 
5th Iowa. 

MARCH RESUMED. 

In the afternoon tbe march was continued 
over a rough, barren country, and in the eve- 
ning the expedition reached the Coas t river 
at GreeDport. Here it was expected that the 
rebels would attempt to delay us, if they 
could gather any force, as news of onr ap- 
proach had been no doubt sent forwa-d. None 
were to be seen when the bank of ths river 
was reached. The ferryboat was on the op- 
posite side, and was gained possession of by a 
party ewiminiDg over. Gen. Rousseau at 
once ordered a detachment of 300 men to be 
crossed to bold the ferry, and in the night the 
artillery was also ferried over, to prevent de- 
lay in the morning. 

BURIAL OF AN BSTKXUID OFFICHR, 

Here tbe 5th Iowa performed tne sad duty 
of interring tbe remains of one of its most ef- 
ficient officers — Capt. William Cnrl. The reg- 
iment was in the rear, and Capt Curl and 
Cspt. Wilcox, of the same regiment, were 
riding together a little separated from their 
companies, when they were fired upon by six 
men, who had concealed themselves In the 
bnehee by tie roadside The rebels demanded 
their surrender before firing, bnt both officers 
attempted to escape, when they were fired on 
from tbe rear, and Capt Cnrl instantly killed. 
Capt. Wilcox was severely, but not daager- 
onsly. wounded — eight buckshot having pen- 
etrated bis thigh. 

D1SABLBD SSIT TO BEAR. 

An Inspection of the command was made 
and a number of heraes fonnd in unfit condi- 
tion for the trip. All men who from sickness 
or other causes were not likely to endure the 
hardships of the march were also called ont 
and sent with the disabled horses to make 
their way to Gnntersville, on the Tennessee 
river, about 40 mile* diatant. An ambulance 
was also sent to convey Capt. Wileox and 
others disabled. They subsequently arrived 
safely within our lines. 

July 14(A — Atdayligbt the column was in 
motion, preparing to cross the river. At the 
terry the Cooea is a deep stream about 300 
yards wide, with bnt little current. Four 
miles further down, at Ten Islands, it spreads 
ont to a greater width and Is fordable. The 
detachment under command of Major Gra- 
ham, of the 8th Indiana, which had crossed at 
tbe terry, was ordered to move down the east 
side to cover tha ford, whilst the main col- 
umn proceeded down the west side to cross at 
the folding. 

BNEMT BNCOUNTERED. 

Major Graham met the enemy immediately 
after leaving the ferry, and a lively akirmish- 
iog at once commenced. The rebels were 
strongly posted in the woods commanding the 
r ad. Skirmishers were tfcrswn ont snd the 
rebels were found to be in considerable force 
and in a position to delay the advance of a 
small party. They were, howeyer, preset 
back slowly by onr skirmishers. Meanwhile 
the main column reached the fording, and the 
bead of it (the 5th Iowa in advance) com- 
menced crossing. On emerging from between 
two islands, and baying yet a width of300 
yards to cross, It was met by a heavy fire from 
the rebels strongly posted behind rocks aad 
trees on tbe bank. To attempt to force a pas- 
sage would have been to incur a heavy loss, 
and the advance withdrew behind an island 
under cover of which they replied vigorously 
to the rebels’ fire. Lieut Col. Patrick also 
placed tbe 4th Tennessee on a larger island, 
below and in the rear of the first named, and’ 
the men of that regiment and of the 5th 
Iowa, were deployed as sharpshooters, 
and from behind trees exchanged shots 
with the rebels who were similarly 
posted on the bank. Two companies were 
sent to look for a ford reportod to ba two 
miles down tbe river, but failed to find it A 
detachment of one hundred men was sent 
across the ferry to reinforce Major Graham, to 
enable him to drive the rebels from his front 
and attack in the rear those posted at the ford. 
Col. Jones, of the 8th Indiana, was afterwards 
sent with the rest of the regiment for the 
same purpose, but the work was finally ac- 
complished by Major Graham before his ar- 
rival. While the main column was thas de- 
layed at the river, a fordable place was fonnd 
about a mile below, and Gen. Rousseau was 
about throwing a detachment across, when 
the rebels suddenly disappeared from the 
flank, Major Graham having succeeded in 
driving them from his front and the ford, kill- 
ing some fifteen of them (two of whom were 
cfficers, one of them being Gen. Clanton’s 
Assistant Adjutant-General), wounding about 
forty, and capturing several prisoners, among 
whem were Lieutenant-Colonel Lacy and 
M cjor McWhoi ter. of the 6th Alabama cavalry. 
The force opposed to us proved to be part of 
the 6th and 8t.h Alabama cavalry, with militia 
and 6uch other troops as could be hastily got 
together, and was commanded by Brigadier- 
General Clanton. Bnt one man was injured 
on the Federal side, aftd he was wounded by 
a comrade, who mistook him for a rebel. 

COLUMN CBOSSBS. 

The ford being clear, the column com- 
menced crossing. The paa.ago of the river 
was a beautiful sight. The long array of 
horsemen winding between the green islands, 
and taking a serpentine course across the 
ford— their arms flashing back the rays of the 
bnrniDg 6un, and guidons gaily fl ittering 
along the column, formed a bright picture, 
recalling tbe days of romance, and contrast- 
ing strongly with the stern hardships and 
vivid realities of the every-day life on the 
doty march. 

This ford is one crossed by General Jack- 
eon during his campaign against the Creek 
Indians. 

Without further delay, the march was re- 
sumed. The day was very hot and intolera- 
bly dusty. A few miles from the river we 
reached an iron- furnace which was being ope- 
rated for tbe rebel authorities. It was thor- 
oughly destroyed by General Ronssean's or- 
ders. After a march of fifteen rniies a halt 
was made for about two hours to feed and 
res*. The heat of the day was very trying, 
particularly upon the artillery horses, and 
finding that to retain both guns would impede 
march and prevent that rapidity of movement 
whi h was essential to the success of the ex- 
pedition, Gen. Rousseau promptly decided to 
destroy one and attach the extra horses to the 
other, so that it could be moved along at the 
same gait the cavalry marched. It was speed- 
ily dismounted— the trnnions broken off 
snd the carriage destroyed. The night was 
cool and pleasant, and the moon shone bright- 
ly. The march was continued until midnight, 
when the command halted at Estehawbi, 25 
miles from the Coosa. The country traversed 
wes more fertile and better improved than any 
reached previously. 

July 1 5f A. — At daylight the men were again 
in their saddles and on the road. Passing 
many large farms, with good fields of 
corn, wheat, and oats, we reached Talledega 
( 16 miles) about 10 o'clock. He.e we struck 
a railroad extending from Selma in a north- 
east direction, originally intended to connect 
with Rome, Georgia, but only completed to 
Blue Mountain, a few miles north ot Talla- 
dega. The road bos no special importance in 
reference to present military operations. A 
small rebel force left Talladega a few hours 
before our approach, and moved down the 
railroad to the bridge over the Coosa river, 
cur coming having been heard of, and the de- 
struction of that bridge being supposed by 
them to be ono of tbe objects of the expedition. 
They were unable, however, to remove their 
commissary stores ond other 8iDDlie3, which 
fell into our hands. About 100,000 rations of 
sugar and salt, and 20,000 rations of flour and 
bacon, and a number of boxes of tobacco wore 
taken— the command supplied with what they 
needed and the rest destroyed. The railroad 
depot was burned, with the cantents, consist- 
ing of leather, nitre, grain sacks, 100 sacks of 
ficor, 300 bmhels of wheat, 500 barrels of salt, 
foDr platform scales, a lot of shoes, cotton, and 
other articles. Two freight cars on the track 
were also burned. 

In the hospital were 143 sick and wounded 
soldiers, who were paroled. 

GUN FACTORT DESTROYED. 

A gun factory in town, which has done a 
large amount ot work for the rebel army, 
principally i» the way of repairing, was ef- 
fectually destroyed by breaking the machin- 
ery. The building itself could net be bnrned 
without destroying a part of the town, which 
Gen. Ronsscau would not permit to be done. 
Another larger establishment of the same 
kind, ou’eide ot the town, was destroyed by 
the rebels themselves before le^viag. Several 
cases of muskets were fonnd stored in a stable, 
and were destroyed. ’ 

BNEMT DECEIVED. 

After resting a few hours in the heat of the 
day. the ccmmand again moved on at 4 o’ dock 
in the evening. The direction was nearly 
south, and gave the rebels the imoreesion that 
the Coosa bridge was tbe point aimed at. 
Frcm Montgomery and Selma papers, after- 
wards obtained, it was learned that tbey were 
convinced that such was the object, and bad 
disposed tbeir forces accordingly, which no 
donbt saved the command considerable an- 
ooy ance, as onr rout was left clear. We were 
moving in the general direction of Montgom- 
ery, and tbe news canard great constsraation 
in that rebel capital. Marching until mid- 
night, tbe command passed the little village 
of 8jllacanga, and baited twenty five miles 
from TallaMega, nnannoyed by tbe rebels, 
who were no donbt busily at work fortifying 
tbrmselvea at the bridge, which we had left 
perhaps twenty miles to onr right and rear. 
Having bad bnt two or three hours' sleeo tbe 
previous night, and a wearisome on -cl 
through tbe day, tbe men were nearly over- 
come with fatigne aod drowsieese, and as soon 
ns tbe bait was made dropped themselves on 
the ground to seek repose. 



July 1 6f A — An early start and a march of 
fi'teen miles, brought the command to Bra i- 
ford, where a cotton factory was in oparatio i. 
Here a halt was made, and several hours' re;’ 
taken. 

BURNtNG UP A CRIMINAL. 

A case of barbarous punishment occurred 
recently in tbs vicinity of Saocapatoy, a vil- 
lage a mile or two from Bradford, which 
would be incredible, were it not supported by 
the testimony of eye-witnesses, and bad not 
slavery and secession together tamed men 
into fiends. A negro, charged with having 
killed bis master, was arrested by the citizens 
of tbe neighborhood, tied to a tree, and burn- 
ed to death. His tortnre was, no doubt, to 
some extent, mitigated by the very means 
need to make it severe. Dry pitch-pine was 
piled op closely around him, which burned so 
rapidly, and ponred out such a dense smoke, 
that be was almost instantly suffocated. A 
witness stated that he never screamed or 
groaned, bnt seemed to 9nffacate af once. 

SUPPLIES CAPTURED. 

At YcnDgTille a quantity of rebel grain 
and bacon was obtained. In every county 
there are several depots for receiving the 
“tax in kind” imposed by the Confederate 
Government, being ODe-tenth of all produc- 
tions of the soil. These are gathered in by 
agents, and sent off wherever ordered for the 
supply of the army. At these points the 
expedition fonnd supplies ready for their use. 

ANOTHER RIVER CRCSS1D. 

Tbe Tallapoosa river was yet to be crossed 
before reaching the destination of the expe- 
dition. It Is fordable in bat few places, and 
tbe fords rather difficult for artillery. It 
wss important, therefore, to obtain possession 
of a ferry. Information was obtained of an 
old ford near Stowe’s ferry, and Gen. Rons- 
•esn decided npon crossing at that point. The 
□ ight march from Talladega, and the pressing 
forward during the day, had prevented news 
of onr approach getting much ahead of ns, 
end on arriving at the ferry In the night It 
was fonnd to be all tight— a rope stretching 
across tbe river and the ferry-boat in working 
order. The artillery and pack train were 
crossed over tbe ferry, ana the rest of the 
ccmmand forded the river half a mile above. 
Tbe fording was difficult, and the passage 
was not accomplished until 2 o’clock in the 
morning, bnt all got over safely. Tha day’s 
march was about thirty- five miles. 

July 11th. — The expedition wa3 now within 
one day’s march (about thirty miles) of the 
Atlanta and Montgomery Railroad — a road of 
the utmost importance to the rebel army, be- 
ing the one over which the greater portion of 
their supplies were drawn, and forming the 
line of communication with the Southwest. 
Gen. Rousseau determined to push raoidiy 
forward to reach it before night. Just as the 
command was about starting, the vedettes 
fired upon a small party approaching them, 
end succeeded in car taring two and killing 
one. Tbe one killed was a Captain Mason, in 
command of a scouting party from Dadeviile 
on the way to destroy tbe ferry to prevent onr 
crowing, rnmora of onr approach having 
reached them, bnt with no definiteness. They 
were a little too late to accomplish their ob- 
ject. No other partyof rebelswus metduring 
the day. Pasting through Dadeviile, the 
march wss continued toward the railroad at 
Loachepoka station. 

A SUCCESSFUL FEMALE ADVOCATE. 

Three miles from the railroad a rebel officer, 
Lieutenant- Colonel Craig, of the 10th Texas 
cavalry, was captured by the advance guard 
at a house where be was enjoying himself in 
the society of a bevy of young ladies. He 
was completely taken by surprise, and was 
much chagrined at bis capture. A tall, ele- 
gant-locking young lady, in great distress, 
and weeping with fear and vexation, ap- 
proached General Rousseau and plead fervent- 
ly that Colonel Craig should be allowed to re- 
main. The General received her in the kind 
end nrbane manner, which is one ot his 
characteristics. “Are yon the Colonel’s wife, 
madam?" he inquired. “No, sir, I am his 
friend.” The General smiled as he remarked 
that h6 presumed it amounted to the same 
thirg, and assured her that her “friend” 
would not be injured, but would be paroled 
and allowed to remain. His parole was taken 
aod he was left to enjoy the company of his 
fair odvccato. 

RAILROAD REACHED. 

About sundown the command roadbed 
Loachepoka, and was in possession of the 
railroad. No force was there, and all was 
qniet. W e had penetrated into the rear of tbe 
rebel army, and were now on their most im- 
portant line of communication. Loacheuska 
S 'at ion is forty-eight miles from Mont- 
gomery. 

ROAD DESTR0TED. 

Working parties were at once detailed, and 
tbe work of destruction commenced. The 
character of the superstructure of the road 
was peculiarly favorable for tbe purpose. The 
ties were of pine, and the track was laid of 
light iron, spiked to pine timbers, set into 
every fourth tie. These longitudinal string- 
ers were readily raised from their position by 
means of fence rails used as levers. Twenty 
or thirty men would raiao one hundred feet 
at a time, on one side, and place tbe timber 
snd rail on top of the rail on the other side. 
Fence- rails and other combustible material 
were then piled on it, and fire started. The 
result of tbe operation was the destruction of 
the timbers, tbe complete warping of the iron 
rails from expaision by the intense heat, and 
the burning ot the ties where the track rested 
upon them, so as to make them utterly unser- 
viceable. On no other road, perhaps, con'.d 
eo thorough a destruction be effected by such 
simple means. The piee was of a pitchy 
character, and burned so readily that the ties 
were completely destroyed without raising 
tbom from tbe road bed, and the iron was 
thoroughly drawn out of shape by the heat. 
The track was not merely torn up, but it was 
destroyed — ties, iron, and other material be- 
ing rendered unfit to use again. 

SUPPLIES CAPTURED. 

The railroad buildings at Leacbepoka con- 
tained a large quantity of oats, corn, and flour 
from which the oommand was supplied. Fif- 
teen saddle trees, two thousand pair of har- 
mfs, and several hundred miukets were also 
captured and destroyed. 

A GRAND SPECTACLE. 

Daring the night, the railroad depot, a 
wooden building, took fire from the burning 
radioed, and for a time there was danger of 
the destruction of the hotel and several fine 
buildings. The flames spread in a direction 
w here a part of tbe borses were picketed to 
fences and trees, and a stampede was feared. 

It wss a wild aod exciting scene. The long 
line cf fires npsnd down the track were send- 
ing np volumes of dense smoke, aid lighting 
op the heavens with a lurid glare, whilst the 
flames from the bnrniog buildings shot far up- 
ward snd reached ont as if eager for further 
"retraction. The neighiogand rearing of the 
frightened horses and hurrying to and fro of the 
meD to meve them and tbeir eqnioments 
sway from the fire, added to the excitement 
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of the scene. The baildings burned down 
rapidly, and tbe danger of the fire spreadimg 
w as soon over. Gen. Rousseau, by hia per- 
sonal exertions, assisted in saving the resi- 
dence of a widow lady, who was astonished 
at finding assistance rendered from those she 
hfra been led to consider only as vandals. 
Men were detailed to protect tbe building 
with wet blankets until tbe danger was over. 

Ju y 18(A. — Details working in the night 
desiroytd several miles of the road. Ia the 
morning the command was divided into four 
detachments to continue the work. Col. 
Hamilton, of the 9.h Ohio, with his regiment 
and a part of the 4’h Tennessee, moved to- 
ward Atlanta, destroying the track as he 
went. At Auburn, six miles from Loache- 
poka, bis advance was attacked by the rebels, 
tut after some skirmishing he drove them off 
nd continued the work. Ho destroyed a 
quantity of lumber and a large amount of 
Quartermasters' and commissary stores at 
Auburn. A mile or two above that pla-'sa loco- 
motive was met coming down from Opelika. 
Tbe engineer, on seeing the Yankees, en- 
deavored to back out, but the engine ran off 
tbe track. Tbe engineer and two other m-a 
sire eeptnied and the locomotive destroyed. 

FURTHER DESTRUCTION. 

Major Baird, with four companies of the 5th 
Iowa and tonr of the 4tb Tennessee, was or- 
dered to march to Cifiehaw Station, 12 miles 
oward Montgomery, to destroy a trestle 
bridge and tbe station buildings and work 
baek, des'roying tbe road. Ool. Watts, of the 
2d Kentucky, moved down tbe railroad from 
Loachepoka in tbe same direction, and Col. 
Jones, with the 8th Indiana, started for No a- 
Rulga, a station between Loachepoka and 
Chebaw. The road was destroyed to Nota- 
snlga and several miles beyond. Abont six y 
tents, with poles and pins complete, were here 
deetrojed, and a further quaatity of commia 
-ary stores. A water tank and the railroad 
buildings were also burned. Two miles be- 
yotd Notasulga was a camp for conscripts and 
convalescents, with barracks for two or three 
thousand men. Those who were ab’e to do eo 
bad made their escape, leaving abont 100 sick 
in tbe hospital. Toe hospital buildings ani 
nte connected with them wete spared, and 
the remainder of the camp destroyed. 

A SEVERE FIQflT, 

Tbe detachment under command of Major 
Baiid m<t a rebel force jnst npon arrivin.’ in 
eight of Chehaw Station. The trams were 
on tbe track wbicb bad brought them up tram 
»1ot tgomety. Major B. deployed his force on 
both sices of the railroad and wss met by tbe 
fsrmj in much larger force than bis own 
A brisk. fight, ensued, but the enemy proved 
too strong end our men toll back wub a 
ot ODe killed aid several wounded 8tx 
(V mpaniee of tbe 8 h Indiana w*-r. brong t 
on, erd an edvanoa again made. Major 
B-.ird with two companies of the 5,U I.-.,* 



moving on the loft of the road supported by 
two companies of the 8th Indiana, and Ool 
Jones with fear companies of the 8 h on the 
right side. The rebels were met in Major 
Baird's front and an obstinate fight ensned, 
bnt they were pressed back until they finally 
gained a position in a small ravine running 
down from the railroad, from which they 
poured a heavy fire upon onr men, who 
could not advance npon them from the front 
without heavy loss. Both sides held their po- 
sitions for some time, until two companies of 
tke 8th Indiana were sent across from the right 
ride of the railroad, turned the rebels’ left and 
got into tbeir rear, pouring in a murderous 
fire with their Spencer rifles, while the 5:h 
Icwa 888anlted them in front. The rebels 
were routed from their position and fled, leav- 
ing over foity dead and a large number of 
w< noded on the field. The 5th Iowa lost one 
killed and four wounded. Finding that the 
rebels were in considerable force, aad were 
prepared to make an obstinate defence, and 
that to drive them completely from the road 
would require a withdrawal of a portion of 
the forces engsged in destroying the track, 
Gen. Rousseau ordered that portiou of the 
ci mrnand back, the track having in the mean- 
time teen destroyed several miles below 
Notesulga. Returning through Loachepoka, 
Col. Hsmilton’s command was overtaken be- 
tween Auburn and Opelika, and the whole 
division bivouacked for the night. 

July 19 — In the morning Ool. Harrison, 
with a part of the 8th Indiana and the 2d 
Kentucky, continued the work of destruction 
toward Opelika, and the rest of the command 
marched by a road leading to the right of the 
railroad, and reached the Columbus R lilroad, 
a mile or two east of Opelika. This road 
forms part of a line connectiag Macon with 
tbe Atlanta and Montgomery Railroad at Ope- 
lika. The 9:h Ohio commenced eperationson 
this track, and destroyed if as far as the inno- 
t on, where they connected with Col. Harri- 
son, who had moved np the other road. 

SUPPLIES CAPTURED. 

A detachment under direction of Liont. 
Col. Patrick, destroyed the depot buildings, 
turn-table, cars, switches, Ac., at the j auction, 
snd several miles of track toward Atlanta. 
There were six cars on the track filled with 
leather, nails, and other supplies, for the rebel 
at my. Thirty boxes of tobacco were aleo 
seized and if sued to tbe men. Abont 75,000 
rations of «ugar, abd 30,000]of flour and bacon 
w. re obtained, and afrer supplying the com- 
mend, the remainder was destroyed. 

WHAT THE EXPEDITION ACCOMPLISHED. 

The work for which the expedition was sent 
out was now thoroughly accomplished. It 
had marched over 300 miles in nine days — 
penetrated 109 miles in the rear of Johnston’s 
army — destroyed thirty miles of railroad 
track, with its depot buildings, water tanks, 
switches, turn table, <tc., one locomotive, a 
number of care, and large quantities of sup- 
plies and material. As a rebel prisoner apt- 
ly remarked, it made “a big hole ia John- 
ston’s haversack.” The rapidity and bold- 
sess of the movement struck terror into the 
heart of rebeldom, and caused such bewil- 
derment that no serious opposition was made 
to the progress of the expedition. 

THB RETURN MARCH. 

In the afternoon the work of destruction 
ceased, and the command took up the line of 
march to re urn. Following the railroad for 
some distance toward West Point, it diverged 
to the left, moving northwardly to Lafayette, 

1 2 miles from Opelika. Here rumors came in 
thick and ast of a large force of rebel caval- 
ry approaching from the north, having 
crossed the Chattahootchie at Franklin to 
intercept our retreat. At West Point, 
twelve miles to the right and rear, the 
rebels were gathering all the forces they coaid 
muster, and for a time the prospect of a suc- 
cessful retreat looked rather gloomy. Gen. 
Rcnsseau, however, after carefully sitting the 
rumors, determined to move on in the direc- 
tion he bad started, and fight the way through, 
if nrceesary. The march was continued until 
midnight, and a halt made twelve miles from 
LafF.yette, without hearing anything of the 
enemy. 

July 20t h.— Reveille was sounds 1 at 3 
o’clock, and tbe march resumed. Misled by 
a mistake of a guide, a roud leading towards 
West Point was taken, bnt tbe error was dis- 
covered bi fore much distance was lost, and a 
road (found leading toward Rocky Mills on 
the route selected. A march of '15 tnil« 
made, and about nine o’clock the command 
w< nt into bivouac for the night Thejroute 
daring tke day was nearly parallel with the 
Cbattsbocchie, and with the railroad from 
West Point to Atlanta, and from 10 to 20 
miles distant from it. There are many roads 
running from the railroad and river across to 
that on which we were moving, and it was 
expected that the rebels would more acrosson 
ODe or more of these to intercept our retreat 
or harass onr rear; bnt one after another of 
these intersecting roads was passed, and still 
no rebel force made its appearance. 

July 21st. — The command marched thirty- 
six miles, passing through Oarroilton and 
Villa Rica, and bivouacked three miles from 
tbe latter place. The advance met a party of 
about twenty rebels, and captured threo of 
them, who represented themselves as scouts 
detailed by order of Gen. JobnstoD, and then 
on service for Gen. Jackson, commanding a 
rebel cavalry force. Th»y were taken by sur- 
prise at our approach, having bad no intima- 
tion of onr coming. We learned that a small 
cavalry force from Gen. Sberman’a army had 
been at Carrollton a few days ago. anil had 
relumed toward Marietta. Gen. Stoneman’s 
pickets were reported to be near Powder 
Springs, sixteen miles in advance of us 

REACH FHDEBAL LINES. 

July 22 d. — The expedition reached Pow- 
der Springs abont 11 o’clock and fonnd a 
Ftderal cavalry picket a mile beyond. They 
bad heard of our approach from scouts, but 
Fuppoeed ns to be rebels. Onr true character 
however wits d scovered bsfore we reached 
them. A general feeling of relief pervaded 
tbe command at being again within onr own 
lines alter thirteen days of hard marching ia 
tbe enemy's country, and the successful result 
of the expedition and its safe return was a 
cause ot much satisfaction and congratulation. 

HONOR TO WHOM HONOR IS DUB. 

In regard to tbe distance penetrated in the 
enemy’s rear, the boldness and rapidity of its 
movemeDtB, tbe thoroughness of the work 
accomplished, and its complete success in 
every mpect, this raid perhaps is the most 
remarkable one of tbe war. Its success is 
mainly due to the ability and discretion of 
its gallant leader, who has been aptly called 
the Chevalier Bayard of tbe army, the knight 
“sans ptur et sans reproache." It is no fal- 
se rue eulogy to say that he manifested all the 
qualities which mark "a great commander 
The result of the expedition iteelf is an in- 
dication of this. One point in bis charac- 
ter is particularly worthy of m-nfioa, as it 
bad an important bearing on the success of 
tbe expedition. Gen. Rousseau has a keen 
insight into human character, and an in- 
tincuve faculty of reading men and sitting 
tbe reliable from the false in their statements. 
Tbis, with bis frank and cordial manner of 
intercourse, enabled him to win the confi- 
dence even of enemies and to obtain infor- 
mation where others would have gained noth- 
ing but confusion of ideas. Throughout tbe 
wbi le trip he was thus enabled to pursue his 
course through the enemy’s country with a 
more definite knowledge of the route, the 
eremy’s forces and movements, &c . than 
could have been obtained from an elaborate 
systim of scouts ard spies. The complete 
success of the expedition and tha directness of 
all its movements indicates the sagacitv and 
judgment with which it was planned and ex- 
ecuted. 

MAJ GEN. LOVELL H. ROUSSEAU, 
in person, is tall and freely formed. In the 
crime of vigorous manhood, with a martial 
bearing and courteous manner, ho is the beau 
ideal of a soldier and gentleman, and is en 
tbneisstically loved and admired by the men 
wbohave served under him He is a Ken- 
tm kian by birth, but when a young man, en- 
tering tbe profession of law, emigrate! to In- 
disi a, where be was engaged in tha practice 
of lew when tbe Mexican war brake out. He 
railed a company ef volanteers, became its 
captain, and served with distinguish ad gal- 
lantry during that war. He afterwards re- 
turned to Louisville, and was a member of 
tbe Kentucky Senate at the time o' the out- 
break of tbe rebellion. He opposed tbe policy 
of neutrality, and, reaigniog his seat in the 
Senate, derated his energies to the raising of 
troops for tbe support of the Government Ia 
June, 1861, he wa9 eommifsioDed Colonel of 
volanteers, and, on the 1st of October follow- 
ing, was promoted to a Brigadier-Generalship 
and seeigned to tbe command of tha 4 h brig- 
ade of the Army of the West, under General 
Bnell. He fengbt in the battle of Shiloh, 
where be won the admiration of the nrmy by 
his gallant conduct. He was afterward placed 
in commend of the 3! division, which he 
led in the battle of Perryvilte, ’and w-« 
promoted to a Mujor-General-ihio for dis 
tirgotsbed gallantry and good service in teat 
terrific snuggle. At tbe battle ot Stone River 
he e.gaiD rendered most important service, for 
wbicb General Rosecrans, in big official re- 
sort, retained his ’banks to “the gallant and 
,re -reedy M-jor-Geperal Rousseau.” Since 
tbe 20ib of November, 1863 he bas been in 
mmard o‘ the important District of Ten- 
neefte, which be bas controlled with consum- 
mate ability, and from which b« t»r,tt?mp-. 
nrily called to take tbe leidersbio of this im 
r orient and daring raid nndb tbe enemy’s 
eer On 'bis expedition he penetrated fat- 
her into 'be heart of the Oon'ederacy, and 
-trutk a mere telling blow noon the enemy's 
eon monlrsticn than anv commander on a 
rim liar Expedition bas dene daring the 
war. 



THB BRIGADB COMMANDERS. 

Colonel. T. J. Harrieen, of tha 8 .h Indiana, 
and Lienten&nt-Oolonel M. T. Patrick, of the 
5th Iowa, ably seconded General Rousseau 
tbftnghont the expedition, and by their in- 
defatigable efforts contributed materially to its 
euccess. In the fight at Coosa river and 
Chehaw Station they displayed coolness and 
courage, aDd were at all times energetic in 
the management of their respective brigades 

Tbe different regiments under their com- 
mand also behaved with the most commenda- 
ble gallantry. The hardships and privations 
of the tedious march were endured uncom- 
plainingly, and all were ready and eager at 
any time for a fight with the enomy. The 
!at oriouS'Work of tearing up the railroad was 
entered into with moat hearty good will. 
Officers and men worked with enthusiasm, 
feeling that they were accomplishing an im- 
portant service, and forgetting in the excite- 
ment the fatigne and weariness which ths 
hard marching and loss ef sleep had iadnesd. 
Gen. Rousseau expressed his gratification of 
their conduct in the highest terms. 

THE WOBTHT. 

It is making no invidious distinction 
among the many officers who promptly psr- 
formed tbeir duties to say that Capt. E M. 
Rugan, 13th Wisconsin infantry, topographi- 
cal engineer on Gen. Rousseau’s staff, ren- 
dered especially important service, by his 
thorough study of the topography of the 
country and bis activity in obtaining informa- 
tion in regard to roads, etc. Hs was almost 
constantly in the advance. His services were 
acknowledged by the General commanding 
as almost indispensable. His professional 
abilities have been acknowledged by his 
assignment to duty as Chief Topographical 
Engineer at department headquarters.

THB COUNTRY TRAVBRSBD. 

The country along a great portion of the 
route traversed is barren and thinly settled, 
bnt other portions are rich and fertile aad the 
plantations gave indications of wealthy 
owners. Butlittle cottoa was seen growing 
— the crops generally being wheat, rye, oats, 
and corn. The Email grain was mostly stand- 
ing in shocks in the field, and the crops were 
generally good. The corn crop is fair but 
rather irregular— some fields or parts of fields 
just hardening into “roasting ear,” whilst in 
others tbe Btaiks were bat two or three feet 
high. The corn ground generally is not well 
cultivated — probably from scarcity of labor. 
On the whole the appearance of the country 
and crops does not strengthen the opinion 
that the rebels are soon to be starved out. 
Ntvvi the’e's there ia much destitution anti 
svarcity of food amoDg the poorer class- 
es. The rebel government, with inexor- 
able tigor, seizes all* the necessaries 
of life for the nse of the army. Not only is 
one-tenth of all products taken In tho shape 
of tax, bnt plantations generally are worked 
exclusively for the benefit of the government. 
Tbeir owners are enrolled in the service, and 
then “detailed” to superintend the working 
ot their own farms, the conditions being that 
all the surplus above wbat is consumed on the 
place is to be sold to the Confederate govern 
mt nt at prices fixed by tbe authorities. This 
makes food difficult to be procured, except 
tbrongh tbeir agents. At ono house where a 
party of officers had dinner prepared for them, 
tbe woman was asked to name her price, bnt 
refused to do so, saying that if she had the 
money she could not buy floar with it, but 
asked that they would furnish her flour from 
a mill near by, as she coaid not procure it 
otherwise. Sho was the wife of a rebel sol- 
dier. 

HORSES AND MULES. 

Tha r/mntry was not so completelr deprived 
of stock as nas Doen anticipated, and numbers 
of horses and mules were obtaiaed along the 
route. Abont 300 fine males were brought 
into cur lines by the command. 

CONSCRIPTION. 

Everything is under military control. The 
conscription law is vigorously enforced. 
Scarcely an able-bodied man is to be met 
with. Even the infirm and crippled, who are 
capable of doing light dnty, are enrollod and 
detailed for 6uch service as they are compe- 
tent to perform. Tannerj, millers, and others 
following occupations of necessity to the artny 
or tbe community, are also enrolled, and then 
detailed to pnrsae their business for the ben- 
efit ot the Government. Conscript officers are 
in every neighborhood, hunting down any 
who may have escaped conscription, or in any 
way evaded service. The most iron- heeled 
detpotiem prevails throughout, and individual 
rights and freedom are utterly trampled ander 
foot. No “subjugation” could be more 
thorough than that under which the people of 
the South are placed by the rebel goveiument. 

THB NEOBOBS. 

Tbe slaves along tbe route were exceedingly 
anxious to follow the Yankees, bnt the rate of 
marchicg was too rapid for them to keep 
along on foot, and all the horses and mules to 
be found were needed for remounts for the 
men whose borses were daily giving ont. 
Nevertheless a number succeeded in making 
tbeir way. They would trudge aloug un- 
complainingly, riding when they could get an 
animal, ami walking at other times, and if 
asked where they were going, the invariable 
atswer was“Gtpfn« wid youall" They knew 
that they were leaving slavery behind them, 
and tbey were willing to risk all for the hope 
ot freedom. Abont three hundred were with 
the command when it reached Marietta. 

THE WHITES. 

Many cf tbe citizens fled in terror at the 
approach of tbe command, stripping their 
bouses of Inrnitnre and everything they could 
transport with them. The enormous lies so 
assidacnsly circulated by rebel papers and 
rebt I officers as to the barbarous conduct of 
the Federal troops, even to the murdering of 
women and children, were really believed by 
some of tbe more credulous, and tbeir fright 
was extreme. Those who remained even felt 
that they were incurring great risk, and were 
astonished to find that the dreaded Yankees 
were so different from what ’heir imaginations 
bad pictured them. Gen. R reosean’s orders 
were etriDgrnt against depredations on private 
property. The following is an extract from 
an order issued at Ashville, and printed and 
distributed to the command: 

Headquarters Oavalt Forces 7 
In tub Field, July 13, 186!. j 
* • » • • 

There shall be no straggling under any pre- 
text. Private bouses will not bs entered by 
soldiers on any pretext whatever, being a 
prolific cause of straggling. Such entries are 
generally made by those who maraud and 
rob. Snch acts are denounced as unworthy 
a soldier, and will be summarily 'punished. 

The Major-General commanding tenders 
his thanks to the command generally, for 
tbeir good conduct and soldiery bearing, and 
bope3 that snch deportment will continue.

Owing to tbe hasty formation of the com- 
mand, and the nature of the service, discipline 
ctuld not be as strictly enforced as under other 
circumstances, but every effort was mods to 
protect private property, except snch as was 
ntceseary for tbe expedition; and it was ac- 
knowledged by a number of citizens, at dif- 
ferent places, that the people suffered less from 
tbe Yankees than from the rebel soidierp. 
Tte prisoners taken were also surprised at 
being treated like men, and were unanimous 
iD grateful expressions. It was impossible to 
take prisoners along duriDg the trip, and con- 
st quently all were paroled except tho;o cap- 
tured on the last two or three days before 
retching onr lines. 

Gen. RoDBfeau has demonstrated by this 
expedition that bold movements into the ene- 
my’s lines can be made and important results 
achieved against the enemy without the ne- 
cessity of violating the usages of civilized 
warfare. His course entitles him to the na- 
tion’s gratitude, while it will win for him the 
respect even of tbe rebels, at the Bami time 
that tbey are inspired with terror at tire bold- 
sees and success of his movements. 

It may be proper to edd that a raid of the 
same general character as that made had been 
long since suggested by General Rjussaau, 
’bough not precisely to the points to which 
this one was made. General Sherman’s orders 
were tally carried ont, and he has exoreesad 
tbe highest satisfaction at the result, the work 
Rccom .’liehed having been fully up to his an- 
ticipations, while the good condition in which 
the command was brought and with so slight 
ioss exceeded the most sanguin* expectations.

Baltimore, July 28. 

News bee jnst reached here that the rebels 
have evacuated Martinsbnrg, and theifpresent 
pceitlon is shrouded in mystery. If the force 
is ss large as bas been estimated, they are 
evidently manoeuvring for a strike in a new 
direction. The general impression, however, 
is that they are as qnietly ss possible elippiag 
back, having anticipated tbe combinatisn 
which is beirg prepared for their discomfiture. 

At Harper’s Ferry every precaution has 
been taken against surprise, and all tbe Gov- 
ernment stores, supplies, and ammunition 
enough to subsist Hnuter’a forces two months, 
bave been taken to Maryland Heights. Gen. 
Kelly, with bis command, Is at Cumberland, 
and is well prepared to defend that end of the 
road. Kelly was not in the fight at Winches- 
ter, as reported. Averill is at Hagerstown. 

The only nrw damage known to hare been 
done the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad is the 
burning of the Back Creek bridge between 
Martinsbnrg and Cumberland. 

Gen. Hunter remains in command of the 
department and Crook commands the troops 
in the field. The former is not removed as 
tea been intimated. 

>moDg our killed at Winchester were 
Lientennnt-Colonel Shaw, commanding the | 
34tbObio, and Lieutenant Mfgsnt, A. D. O. to 1 
Colonel Mulligan. The latter was killed while 
assisting in carrying his Lieutenant-Goioaei 
off the field. 

Details have been received of the fate of 
Col. Mulligan daring the charge on the rebel 
lines at the battle of Winchester. He was shot 
in his shoulder and thigh. A squad of his 
men attempted to carry him off the field, when 
the rebels, who were passing onr lines, came 
in charging, aDd the colors of Mulligan's bri- 
gade were endangered. 

Col. Mulligan said to the squad who were 
cany ing him: “Lay me down, aad save the 
flag. They refuted, -when he commanded 
than to lay bim down, tbis time, more per- 
emptorily. He was laid down, and foil into 
tbe bands of the enemy. 

A flag of trace has been sent to endeavor to 
lesrn of bis condition, and, if dead, to sscaro 
bisbody. His wife accompanied the flag of 
trace. We have not yet heard what success il 
has had. 

Washinoton, Jaly 29. 

The response to Secretary Fessenden’s ap- 
peal in behalf of the new loan is cheering be- 
yond tbe most sanguine expectations. About 
two and a half millions were subscribed for it 
yssterday in New York alone. 

No report was received from Boston, Phila- 
delphia, or tbe other great cities, bnt private 
advices indicate large subscriptions there os 
well as in New York. Private advices from 
New York to-day are quite satisfactory. 

Tbe first National bank of this city re- 
ceived about two hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars for subscriptions to-day. Returns 
from the West are not expected for two or 
three days. 

Tbe Army of the Potomac has again as- 
sumed the offensive. On Tuesday night a 
force waded to tbe north bank of the James 
river and surprised tho enemy in position there. 

They were attacked on Wednesday morn- 
ing and driven from their in trench meats. 
Four large cannon 'were captured and onr 
troops were pushing rapidly after the flying 
enemy at 10 o’clock yesterday.

call for three hundred million dollars. The 
new loan is to bear 7 3-10 interest payable in 
currency, and can be converted into six per 
cent gold-bearing 5.20 bonds after three years. 
The appeal of the Secretary, while it will 
stimulate the wealthy to come forward 
promptly to the assistance of the Government, 
shows a meat encouraging prospect of the 
national finances as affected by the new reve- 
nue law, which during the last month real- 
ized fifteen millions, against fonr and a half 
millions received in the corresponding mouth 
of last year. He gives the cheering statement 
that the revenue under it is likely to average 
one million daily. U nder these circumstances, 
the time is most propitious to call for a peo- 
ple’s loan by which they can lend to the 
Government in sums as low as fifty dollars. 
Let the money be poured into the Treasury at 
the same time that recruits are sent to the 
army. What a magnificent spectacle it 
would be to see the President’s last call for 
500,000 men responded to voluntarily and 
without the intervention of a draft, and 
Secretary Fessenden’s call for $300,000,000 
promptly met with the same cheerful alacrity. 
It oan be done if the people so will it. Let 
them will it, at the same time willing the 
defeat of Ur. Lincoln at the ballot-box, and 
the election of a President that will so wield 
their men and money as to restore the Union 
under the Constitution without further blood- 
shed. This can and mnst and will be done. 

Ths Rocssbau Expedition.— On our first 
page will be found an interesting account of 
the recent expedition sent out from Decatur 
under command of Major-General Lovell H. 
Rousseau to cut the communications on the 
left wing and rear of the rebel army in Geor- 
gia. The telegraph has already Informed us 
of the complete success of the plan, but the de- 
tails will now be read with avidity by the 
friends of our much-admired townsman, and 
by all who deaire to keep themselves well ad- 
vised of every link in the great historic chain 
of passing events. Our correspondent desires 
us to acknowledge his indebtedness to Capt. 
Alfred Matthias, of the 5th Iowa cavalry, at- 
tached to Rousseau’s staff, for much valuable 
information which has been embodied in his 
letter, with the recitals of other eye-witnesses 
of the entire progress of the expedition. In dash 
and daring and in all the cautious strategy 
which gives assurance of success, we have 
had nothing in this war to eqnal the swoop 
of Ronssean and his noble associates, with the 
exception of Sheridan and Kautz’s raids 
around the rebel position at Richmond, 
while, in important results and the entire ac- 
complishment of the objects of the offensive 
movement, it has been unequalled. The 
letter of our correspondent is so comprehen- 
sive, as to the details of the expedition 
and the value of its results, that we 
have nothing left to say which can add 
to the perspicuity of his account. So perfect 
is his resume of the operations, and so com- 
plete his picture of the route, that the curious 
reader can easily trace them on almost any 
map, where several of the places will be 
found, and thns the locality of others can be 
determined. Starting at Decatur, the course 
of Gen. Rousseau was east of south, crossing 
the Flint river, passing Somerville.and the 
Sand Mountains, fording the upper waters of 
the Black Warrior, marching across its val- 
ley through Blountsville to its lower bound- 
ary the Straight Mountain, thence through 
Ashville to the Coosa river which he struck 
atQreenport, proceeding by way of Etehaw- 
ba to Talladega, the northern terminus of a 
railroad leading to Selma. From this paint 
he passed through Syllacauga, Bradford, and 
Youngsville, sixty miles, until ho struck the 
Tallapoosa river at Btowe’s Ferry, and thence 
by way of Dadevllle to tap the Montgomery 
and West Point Railroad at Loachepoka. From 
this point detachments were sent toward Mont- 
gomery as far as Ohehaw and Nolasulga sta- 
tions, rendering the track useless, and in the 
direction of Opelika, where a branch to Co- 
lumbus forms a connection with the main 
road to Macon. Everything was destroyed 
in this region which conld facilitate the 
transportation of rebel supplies, and after 
having accomplished this work, the command 
was given to commence the return march. 
In doing this, the valley beyond the west 
bank of the Chattahoochee was followed, 
thsough Rocky Mills, Carrollton, and Villa 
Rico; and Powder Springs, son th of Keneshaw 
Mountains, was reached on Friday of last 
week, the 22d inst., where the Federal pickets 
thrown out from Mariet a were encountered, 
twelve days after the expedition left Decatur, 
and during that time it traversed about four 
hundred and eighty miles. 

We learn that the entire casualties of the 
command were less than thirty, while the 
rebels lost over two hundred killed and 
wounded, had over two thousand captured 
and paroled, and more than eight hundred 
horses and mules seized. Their loss, in sup- 
plies, munitions of war, public buildings, 
railroads, depots, and bridges, must have 
amounted to several millions of dollars. 

Gen. Sherman, in intrusting the command 
of this delicate mission to Gen. Rousseau, 
showed his discrimination in selecting ths 
right man for the right place. There was a 
chivalric impulse which Vould must been 
stirred in his bosom when threading almost 
the identical war-path that Gen. Andrew 
Jackson followed in his celebrated Indian 
campaign, and he doubtless crossed some of 
the routes traversed by the early Spanish in- 
vaders. The celerity with which he moved 
shows how important it was to strike the 
enemy unprepared, and, like the young 
Lochinvar, 

He staid not for brake and he stopped not for stone, 

He swam the Eske river where ford there was none 

A distinguishing feature of General Rous- 
seau’s expedition is tha kindness and courtesy 
extended by him to aU whom he encountered. 
He refused to bum a gun factory, being ap- 
prehensive that it might injure a rebel town; 
he paroled Lieutenant-Colonel Craig, of the 
10th Texas cavalry at the request of the 
ladies; he personally superintended the de- 
struction of Confederate property to prevent 
the flames from reaching private houses; and 
his conduct was marked by that suavity 
which is his characteristic, but greatly sur- 
prised those who had been taueht to believe 
that a Union army was the synonrm of law- 
lessness and plunder. The good effects ot his 



pedi - ion will be felt in dijabusing the S >u'h- 
3 mind of its false impressions, as well a; 
the material advantages which were gained 

Ou'r correspondent enumerates bo fully the 
mes and services of all who aided Gan. 
ousseau that we ask particular attention to 
s statements. Every officer and man seemed 
feel that upon his personal energy the sue 
as of the expedition depended. Troops from 
bio, Indiana, Iowa, and Michigan foughtside 
side with those from Kentucky and Tennes- 
e; and, while our State furnished the leader 
f the (Xpcdi-.ion, Indiana, Ohio, and Iowasnp- 
lied his brigade commanders in the persons

wes a deep debt of gratitude to all who par- 
icipated in the daring exploit, and General 
lonseeau might at Chehaw have said 
o them, in the spirit of Harry the Fifth to his 
oldiers at Aginconrt: 

Be that shall see old ago 

Wilt yearly od this vigil feaai his friends. 

Then shall onr namos. 

familiar In their months as household words, 

Be in 'heir flowing cups freshly remembered. 

This story shall the good man teach h:s son, 

And the recurring day shall never go by ; 

From this time is the ending of the world, 

But "O in It shall be remembered ; 

VP e few, we happy few, we band of brothers. 



JQT Mr. Lincoln, as the whole country 
kno ws, said in his inaugural address : 

I declare that I have no purpose, directlt 
on indirectly, to interfere with the institu- 
tion of slavery in the States where it exists. 
I believe I have no lawful bight to do so, 
and I have Vo inclination to do so. Those 
who nominated and elected me did so with 
the full knowledge that I had made this and 
many similar declarations and had never re- 
canted them. And more than this, they 
placed in their platform for my acceptance 
and as a law to themselves and to me, the 
-jear and emphatic resolution which I now 

Resolved, That the maintenance inviolate 
jf the rights of the States, and especially the 
Eight or face State to order and control 
"its own domestic institutions according to 
its own judgment exclusively, is]essential to 
that balance of power on which the perfection 
and endurance of onr political fabric depend ; 
and we denounce the lawless invasion by 
armed force of th® soil of any State or Terri- 
tory, no matter under what pretext, as among 
the gravest of crimes.” 

I now reiterate these sentiments. 

Four months afterward, Congress adopted 
the following resolution, which Mr. Lincoln 
officially approved : 

Resolved, That the present deplorable 
civil war has been forced upon ths coun- 
try by the disnnionists of the Southern 
States, now in arms against the consti- 
tutional government, and in arms around 
the Capital ; that in this national emergency, 
Ceng m3, baniehiDg all feelings of mere pis- 
sion or resentment, will recollect only its duty 
to the whole country; that this war is not 
waged on their part in any spirit of oppres- 
sion, or for any purpose of conquest or subju- 
gation, or purpose of overthrowing or inter- 
fering with the rights or established institutions 
of these States, bat to defend and maintain the 
supremacy of the Constitution, and to preserve 
the Union, with all the dignity, equality, and 
rights of the several States unimpaired; and 
that as soon as these objects are accomplished 
the war ought to cease. 

With statesmanlike management, peace 
may now be restored, upoif the basis of the 
views and sentiments expressed in this reso- 
lution and in the preceding extract from Mr. 
Lincoln’s inaugural address. This is not 
merely our opinion. It is not merely the 
opinion of the conservatives of the country. 
It is also the opinion of the most sagacious 
acd enlightened of the Republican leaders. 
Some of these frankly express the opinion. 
“The North,” says one of them, “ontered the 
present struggle with the declared purpose 
of maintaining the Union. President Lincoln, 
in bis inaugural, uttered sentiments which 
would to-day be entirely satisfactory to the 
South as a basis for peace. Congress, at its 
first session after the commencement of hos- 
tilities, resolved, with all the solemnity of 
legislation, that the war should b9 prose- 
cuted with no purpose of aggression upon the 
Federal rights of the South. The ink of the 
engrossing clerk was scarcely dry be- 
fore the national faith thus pledged was 
violated. Three bloody years have sealed 
the stultification which was then enacted. 
The key of the great problem now before 
this people maybe found in this qnestion: 
What are we fighting for? Is it the mainten- 
ance of the Union, or is it the reconstruction 
of the Union upon a basis of emancipation? 
Are we fighting to assert and vindicate the 
power of the Federal Government, or to reg- 
ulate and reform the domestic abuses of the 
South? In the answer to these questions lies 
the solution of all the issues of war. We 
venture the opinion, that, if a reliable as- 
surance could be given to the people of the 
South that the Federal Constitution and its 
strict maintenance were the sole ultimatum of 
peace, that the rebellion would cease within 
three months. The fire-eaters of secessia 
have lost the preetigo of their power, and the 
people are beginning to yearn after the bless- 
ings of the old order of things. They have 
learned a wholesome respect for the North, 
and have been taught to correct the old con- 
tempt for us into which they had been edu- 
cated.” Observe, reader, these ara the words 
of a Republican. Who shall gainsay them? 
What honest, well informed, and high-mind- 
ed patriot, on a survey of the entire field, 
will seriously contend that these words are 
not the words of truth and soberness? Not 
one, we sincerely believe. 

What, then, stands in the way of the res- 
toration of peace upon this basis? We an- 
swer in one word, Abraham Lincoln, who, 
having repudiated the sentiments of his inaug- 
ural address and trampled upon the resolution 
of Congress, declares that the war must goon 
until the revolting States shall consent to 
abolish slavery. Mr. Lincoln is the insur- 
mountable obstable to an honorable peace. He 
is what stands in the way of the restoration 
of peace upon the basis of the constitution. 
If he should be made to stand aside, “the re- 
bellion,” as the Republican above-quoted says, 
“would cease within three months.” Will 
not the people make him stand aside in No- 
vember? And will not hundreds of thou- 
sands of patriotic Republicans units in the 
ail-saving work? We cannot doubt it. A 
people indeed who should voluntarily perpet- 
uate an insnrmonntable obstacle to honorable 
peace, wilfully prosecuting a bloody and ruin- 
ous war for an object not merely criminal but 
unattainable, would merit and receive the 
scorn of contemporary nations, and the exe- 
cration of posterity. The children of Wash, 
iegton are not sach a people.

John Danforth, Esq., New London, Conn.: 

Sir: I did not answer your letter last March 
because the public s antimem had not become 
sufficiently developed to enable me to form a 
decided opinion on the qnestion yon pro- 
oonnded. Since that time General George B. 
McClellan has grown in popularity. 

I always considered him a patriot, and to 
be the possessor of military talent of a high 
order; but I have recently come to the con- 
clusion that he is a man of great ability in 
other respects. 

I hope he will receive the nomination, al- 
though I fear efforts are being made in some 
quarters to defeat him.

gg^King Christian, of Denmark, eeems like- 
ly to turn the tables upon the apparently im- 
perturbable Louis Napoleon, and involve tha 
neutral powers in complications which will 
be very troublesome. He has sent his brother, 
Prince John, to Berlin, to treat directly with 
Prussia for terms of settlement, on the basis, 
as we have stated before, that Denmark 
should enter the German Confederation. 
This would make it the great naval power 
of the Germanic natioD, and by this alliance, 
effensiveand defensive, all the motives which 
induced the invasion of Denmark, and the at- 
tempt to dip me ruber Schleswig and Holstein 
from it, would be removed. The Baltic would 
then be the common property of Austria, 
Prussia, and all the German States, and raise 
them at once to dignity a3 a federated naval 
power. After all the diplomatic chicanery 
exhibited by the British Cabinet, it now begins 
to look as if Palmerston had, while ostensibly 
interested for Denmark, been setting his traps 
for France. At length, but perhaps too late, 
Louis Napoleon has found out that Denmark 
has acted under the advisement of the British 
ministry; for, while France folded its arms and 
looked with perfect nonchalance upon the 
first Invasion of the Duchies, Drouyn de 
Lhnys, as soon as Denmark made the pacific 
overture to Prussia, immediately began to see 
that King Christian was waging a very une- 
qual war, with all the Germanic States in op- 
position to him, and feared that it might lead 
to continental complications. 01 coarse an 
article-such as the following from the Paris 
Pays of the 11th inst. could never hive ap- 
peared without the entire imperial sanction : 

The interviews which took place at CaWsbid 
and Kissingen will not prevail against the 
rights and legitimate aspirations of modern 
Europe. The Sovereigns of Russia, Prussia, 
and Austria are now the only monarchs who 
persist in separating their own interests from 
the interests of their people. France and 
England are in another camp, the camp of the 
liberties of the new era, and of the rights of 
nationalities. Following the same object they 
caa give one another the hand. France and 
England closely allied, will always be strong 
enough, without resort to force ever being 
necessary, to protect young Europe against 
the dark conspiracies of old Europe. The 
frank and sincere alliance of France and 
Eogland seenres the peace of the world, with 
liberty and victory for a long series of years. 

This is indeed a very great change from tbe 
keynote of a month since, and evidently 
Louis Napoleon sees that by the last deal of 
the cards he has got to play his band alone. 
England will not assist, and Russia has other 
partners in the game. The Emperor Alexander 
has as much interest in befriending Denmark 
as any other European potentate, for she holds 
the key to the Baltic; and he would deprecate 
the union of Denmark, Norway, and Sweden 
into a league, which might be troublesome. 
But with Denmark in the Germanic confeder- 
ation, Russia woald not be estopped from her 
designs on Turkey and the Asiatic Hast, for 
there are portions of the inheritance of “the 
sick man” which would effectually secure 
the acqniesence of the leading German 
powers, while the march of Russia to 
the Orient would in no ways interfere 
with the progress or prosperity of Denmark. 
France in all these movements sees the danger 
of being euchred, and would therefore like to 
cat in for new partners, but England does not 
care which way the game is closed, so that 
her stakes are untouched, and will therefore 
take a back seat for the present and shat her 
eyes and ears to all the blandishments and 
appeals which come across the channel. The 
condition of Europe therefore is very unset- 
tled; Dew issues have unexpectedly been 
originated.and Denmark ha3 achieved a coup- 
d'etat which must very much embarrass the 
nephew of his ancle, and may briag on a 
general war. 

I®" We have already given a synopsis of 
a recent act of Congress, one section of which 
authorizes recruiting ia the rebel States to fill 
tbe quotas of tbe loyal States. Regulations 
have been issued to guide those who under- 
take this work, and by them it is provided 
that recruiting agents mast have a letter of 
appointment from the State executive. The 
particular field of a State in which the agent 
is to operate is te be specified in the letter of 
appointment. Experience has shown that 
these agents should not be paid for each re- 
cruit, but that they should have a fixed com- 
pensation for their services; otherwise, fraadu- 
ent practices may be resorted to for the pecu- 
niary benefit of the agent, to tha great preju- 
dice of the State and military service. All 
recruiting agents will be subject to the rules 
and articles of war. It is made the duty of 
the commanding officer of any department 
or district in which recrnitjsg agents operate, 
and of commanding officers of rendez- 
vouses, to order back to his State or arrest and 
hold for trial, as he may deem best, any re- 
smiting agent who shall commit frands upon 
the Government or recruits, or who shall vio- 
late the instructions issued to govern this re- 
crukment, or be guilty of any offence against 
military law. No man shall be recruited who 
is already in the milita y service as a soldier, 
teamster, laborer, guide, etc., or who ia so 
employed by the military authorities as to be 
of importance to military operations. Rs- 
cruits procured in accordance with the act 
quoted mast be delivered by tbe recruiting 
agents at one of the following named rendez- 
vous: Camp Casey, Washington, D. C., for 
Northeast Virginia; Camp near Fortress Mon- 
roe for Southwest Virginia; Camp Newbern, 
N. C., for North Carolina; Camp Hilton 
Head, S. G., for South Carolina and Florida; 
Camp Vicksburg, Miss., for Mississippi; and 
Camp Naahville, Tenn., for Georgia and Ala- 
bama. When received at the rendezvouses it 
shall be the duty of the United States officers 
there to have the recruits promptly examined, 
and, if accepted, to have them immediately 
mustered into the United States service, prop- 
erly provided for, and sent to the regiments 
for which they may have been enlisted or 
assigned, or to such other regiments as the ser- 
vice may require. The aforesaid rendezvouses 
are regarded as military posts, and will be con- 
ducted as such under the immediate orders of 
the War Department as issued through the 
Adjutant-General’s office, bnt department and 
army commanders are desired to exercise a 
supervision over them as coming within the 
limits of their departments, and to make any 
reports to this office concerning them which 
may be deemed advisable. If it is desired to 
put any of the volunteer recruits under this 
act into service as substitutes before or after 
the draft, they mu3t be sent without expense 
to the government by the recruiting agent to 
the district in which the principal is enrolled, 
and there be mustered in by the Provost Mar- 
shal, who will issue the proper substitution 
papers. It is made tbe duty of commanding 
officers to afford to recruiting agents all sach 
facilities as they can provide, without detri- 
ment to the pnblic service, and to prevent re- 
cruiting by unauthorized parties. 

Semmes’s Case. — A special to the Cincin- 
nati Commercial, says a correct statement of 
the action of the Navy Department in rela- 
tion to Semmes and his brother pirates, car- 
ried off by the English tender Deerhound, is 
'.hat the case was referred to a board of three 
naval officers, who reported that under the 
laws of war, and following the precedents es- 
tablished in the Mercedita case, they were 
properly our prisoners; and this decision was 
approved, and a formal demand has been, or 
will be, as soon as possible, made of the rebel 
government to release a corresponding num- 
ber of our men, held by them as prisoners, by 
way of exchange. It is not true that any de- 
mand is to be made upon England for their 
rendition.

Capture of Capt. Womack. — The follow- 
ing facts in regard to the capture of Capt. 
Womack, Provost Marshal of the Ff.th Con- 
gressional District of Kentucky, are learned 
from that officer, and may be considered re- 
liable: On Tucsday^night, Captain Womack 
went to bis home in the country, about eleven 
miles from Louisville, on the Shelbyville pike, 
accompanied by Capt. Will.

Thus thwarted in their intention of waylay- 
ing the Captaia on his way to the city, they 
at once went to his house and demanded his 
surrender. Captain W. asked by what au- 
thority they acted, and what was the name 
and rank of the officer in command. These 
being given, be inquired what was their pur- 
pose, stating, that, if theyicame for his prop- 
erty, they were upon it; if for his person, 
with the intention of violence, they would 
have to take it at the peril of their lives. 
They replied that they did not intend an; 
violence whatever, but simply to Becnre his 
arms, and parole him as a prisoner of war. 
Upon renewed assurances of safety to his per- 
Bon-apd in view of the entreaties of Mrs. W., 
by this time, was almost frantic, Capt. 
determined to listen to their demands. 
After being admitted to the house, they made 
numerous propositions for Capt. Womack’s 
release. These propositions were, that he 
Bhonld resign his position ae P-y^ost Mar- 
shal; next, that he shonld take the oath of 
allegiance to the Sonthern Confederacy; 
smother was, that he shonld accept a parole 
as a prisoner of war, which were successively 
rejected by Capt. Womack. 

They finally proposed that he should give 
bond in the penalty cf $5,000 to protect S anth- 
em sympathizers, as far as was in hi* power. 
This he rt fused to do at first, bat several 
friends, who were present, finally prevailed 
upon him to give it, as it imposed no obliga- 
tion upon him thathe had not always obeyed. 
Capt. Womack has never, in the discharge of 
the duties of his office, persecuted any man 
on account of his political opinions — so that 
his bond requires his usual conduct. The 
bond required is a3 follows: 

Jolt 27, 1834. 

I, Geo. W. Womack, Captain and Provost 
Marshal of the Filth District of Kentucky, 
pledge myself to protect all Sonthern sympa- 
thizers as far as in my power, under a forfeit 
of ($5,0C0) five thousand dollars. 

(Signed) G. W. WOMACK. 

Will. H. Hsrvsy, security. 

Capt. Hervey was required to take an oath 
of allegiance before his release. 

Rzbxl Prisoners. — Thirty-two rebel com- 
missioned officers were yesterday forwarded 
from the Military Prison in this city to John- 
son’s hland. They rank from Majors down. 
Sixty-three prisoners of war, commissioned 
officers, arrived in the city on the afternoon 
train from Nashville. We understand that 
two thousand rebel prisoners are now on tha 
way to this city, and will arrive to-day and 
-’ght. The recent captures made by General 
erman are being harried to the rear as 
fast as possible. Every train returning 
from the front is loaded down with the 
gray-unifoimed soldiers. Sherman wants the 
prisoners out of the way. They encumber 
his movements, and it is necessary that he 
should make speedy room for the thousands 
that will fall into his hands with the 
capture of Atlanta. We know the old story 
perfectly well — don't count chickens, &o., 
bat we hones'ly believe that the eggs are sure 
to hatch. 



Late from Cairo, Memphis, and Below. 
The steamer City of Alton arrived at Cairo 
from Memphis, Thursday, bringing many of 
the proscribed foreigners from that port. 
They represent that 10,000 peopleare awaiting 
transportation North. 

The latest Southern news says that Gen. 
Dick Taylor, who was relieved in the Trans- 
Mississippi Department, at his own request, 
will be made Lieutenant-General, and assign- 
ed to the command of Polk's corps. Gsn. 
Tom Taylor is made Provost Marshal, with 
headquarters at Meridian. Major Dennis, 
Chief of the Conscript Bureau, remains at 
Macon. 

Natchee papers of the 14th report that one 
hundred officers and men, who were paroled 
at Vicksburg and Port Hudson, repoited to 
the Provost Marshal of that place on the 2G h 
nit, asd were sent, under guard, to Now Or- 
leans. 

The rebel Colonel Bush is at Attakapas, 
La., with 2,500 men. 

The cotton planters had resumod the work 
the many weeks of rain had caused them to 
abandon, when, by order of General Banks, a 
grand seizure of all the horses took place. 
The execution of this order caused the greatest 
consternation among the planters. 

R. C. Stanfield, of Louisville, was robbed 
by James Hammon, of Evansville, at the St. 
Charles Hotel, in Cairo, Wednesday evening, 
of a gold watch worth $350, and $230 in cur- 
rency. Hammon was arrested and held to 
bail in sum of $700. 

A refugee from Texas, who arrived at Cairo 
by the steamer Madison, says that the Union 
sentiment is increasing rapidly in that State. 
There are ten Union Leangcs in Northwestern 
Texas, each numbering over five hundred 
members. 

One hundred men deserted the rebel army 
of Taylor a few days since. The army lives 
by bushwhacking. All the available mon 
among the poorer classes were conscripted. 
There are four thousand and fifty Federal 
prisoners at Tyler, where they are wel! fed 
and well treated. There is no danger of a 
scarcity in that State. On the 25th, two men 
named Newman and Fife, were quarrelling 
about belonging to the rebels, near Golconda, 
on the Ohio river, when Fife ordered New- 
man ashore. After some hard words had 
passed, Newman started ashore, at the same 
time cbeering for Jeff Davis, when Fifa seized 
a rifle and shot Newman in the back, killing 
him instantly. Fife was arrested by the 
sheriff, who started with his prisoner for Me- 
tropolis for safe-keeping. On arriving at 
Paducah, the sheriff and his prisoner were 
seized by the military and placed in the guard- 
house for investigation. 

Vouchers for Impressed Horses. — We are 
gratified to give place to the following from 
Jjie office of the Post Commandant. It cor- 
rects one great oversight in the recent im- 
pressment of horses:

I am instructed by Col. Fairleigb, Post 
Commander, with the sanction of Brigadier-

ment, net belonging to avowed secessionists. 
Those famishing clear proof of their loyalty 
will receive, at their option, eithqr their horses 
back or unconditional vouchers, which will 
be paid on prcsentaiion to the proper quarter- 
master. In doubtful cases, vouchers will be 
given with payment conditional on proof of 
loyalty. To loyal men whose horsis have 
been seized without a certificate of the fact 
being giveD, and who may not now be able to 
find aud identity the Bame, vouchers will be 
given on a satisfactory shewing; and, in 
transferring such of the animals as pass 
through my hands, the accounts of purchases 
and issues will be balanced, if neccsiary, by 
crediting the horses of known rebel sympa- 
thizers to loyal men.

Bobber Killed —The Nashville Press of 
yesterday says : “A few days ago a man named 
Ed Gollahar, said to be a notorious charac- 
ter, went to the bouse of Messrs. Terrentine 
and Young, located on the Ridge in th s 
county, near the Cheatham county line, and 
robbed the establishmedt of a lot of goods 
which those gentlemen had purchased a 
short time since. As soon as they heard of 
the robbery, Terrentine and Yonng started in 
pursuit of the robber. They overtook him 
not far from the place, and commenced ques- 
tioning him about the stolen goods, when he 
drew a revolver and fired, but without ef- 
fect. Terrentine then levelled a double-bar- 
relled shot-gun at him and fired, killing him 
instantly, sixteen bnckshot penetrating his 
face end breast” Terrentine and Y-uagwent 
to Nashville on Wednesday evening and gave 
themselves up, the magistrate postponing 
their trial until witnesses had time to arrive. 



Shoddy in Difficulty.— John H. Barry, 
a runner for one of the clothing establish- 
ments in the city, was arrested yesterday by 
the military authorities for attempting to 
drive sboody bargains with some of the 
soldiers. The Provost Marshal ordered John 
to be sent to the barracks prison, and kept in 
confinement for ten days. We publish this 
notice of Mr. Barry’s retirement from the 
busy world gratis, so that his many anxious 
inquiring friends jmay not call npon 
him and be mortified by having their cards 
returned with the simple but expressive 
phrase, "Not at home.” We trust that 
John will bear his confinement bravely. Hi3 
friends will bsanxions to greet him when he 
again appears npon the street, with a counte- 
nance ae bright and cheery as the hues of 
the morning-glory made richer by the early 

dews. 

Capture of Thieving Cutthroats.— 
James H. Trueman, W. B. McGlaseonl 
James H. Berry, and James H. East- 
on, were captured yesterday morning by 
Federal Ecout within a few miles of the 
city, on the Bardstown road. They were 
mounted on horses, and armed after the gue- 
rilla fashion. The proof is clear against them 
that they are members of one of the thieving, 
cutthroat gangs engaged in roving through 
our county, robbing and intimidating peace- 
able citizens. A considerable amount of 
booty, stolen from some country store, was 
found in their possession. The are a villan- 
ous-looking set of fellows, and, no doubt, 
honestly deserve the halter. They are now 
confined in prison in this city. 

Rumors from Clarksville. — Passengers ar- 
riving in the city from Clarksville, TeuD., 
last night, state that rumors prevailed in that 
place yesterday morning that the rebel Col. 
Johnson, with a force of mounted men esti- 
mated at seven hundred, was between the 
Tennessee and Cumberland rivers, and it was 
feared he would attempt a raid into Southern 
Kentucky. Colonel Woodward, with four 
hundred men, was at Paris, and it was thought 
that be would co-operate with Johnson. 
These reports were very current in Clarks- 
ville, and were believed at military heidquar 
ters in that city. 

ggy' Capt. Jones, Commissary-General of 
rebel prisoners for Kentucky, yesterday 
moved his office to the building near the hos- 
pital, on the east side of Sixth street, between 
Walnut and Chestnut. We understand that 
Col. W. McKee Dunn, Assistant Judge Ai 
vooate General, U. S. A., will occupy the 
rooms on the first floor of the building. Capt. 
Jones will be found on the second floor. 

MAtLBOAT Changes.— The United States 
mail-steamers running between here aud 
Cincinnati, advertise changes in their hours 
of starting from this port. On and after to- 
morrow, the Baell and Anderson will leave 
at 11 o’clock, A. M., and the Emma Floyd 
’orma, at 3 P. M. 



Railroad Accident. — The Giacinaiti Ga- 
zette states that on Thursday evening as the 
passenger train on the Kentucky Centra! 
railroad was entering the suburbs ot Coving- 
ton, an axle of the tender broke, by which 
the baggage car was thrown off the track, and 
several persons who were in it injured. Mr. 
W. A. Lindsey, proprietor of the Broadway 
Hotel, Lexington, was considerably bruised 
about the head and face, and Mr. Robinson, 
a brakeman, quite seriously injured inter- 
nally. Mr. Adams, of Cincinnati, the omni- 
bus ticket agent, was injured, aud died an 
hoar after wards, 

A Tragedy. — A sad shooting affair occurred 
in Montgomery conaty, Tenn., a Bhort dis- 
tance from Clarksville, a few days ago. A 
foraging party of Federal soldiers stoppe^d at 
the house of Mr. Johnson, living on the Rus- 
sellville turnpike. A difficulty occurred be- 
tween Mr. Johnson and the soldiers, in which 
the former was fired upon by the latter. Six 
balls passed through his body, inflictiug mor- 
tal wounds. The injured man, at last ac- 
counts, was still lingering, bat his friends 
were expecting him to breathe his last every 
hour.

Captain Sprague, of the 
1st Missouri cavalry, General Carr’s staff, 
was exchanged on the 10th instant, and re- 
turned from Camden. Price's infantry are 
at Camden, while General Price himself is 
at Shreveport. Kirby Smith wa3 supposed to 
be attempting to cross to the east side of the 
Mississippi. Marmaduke was crossing in 
small squads in the neighborhood of James's 
Landing. Joe Shelby was at Searcy, on the 
Little Red river, midway between Little 
Rack and Bateaville. On the 10th instant 
he captured 180 of the 10th Illinois cavalry, 
including eight or nine commissioned officers. 
It was judged that he would move west from 
that point, as a part of bis force had already 
gene to Clinton, seventy five miles west of 
Searcy. Guerillas were infesting the banks 
of the Arkansas, but were without artillery. 
General Carr is in command of the district of 
Little Rock. Generals Lee and Gordon, from 
Banks’s department, werl*at the month of 
White river, with reinforcements for Steele.

The Editors of the Richmond and Peters- 
burg papers have been making fun of the de- 
claration of the Northern press, that Grant 
would soon startle the country with “another 
brilliant exploit.” . Do you suppose that Grant 
has kept fifty thousand men in complete idle- 
ness for six weeks, or fancy that hi3 whole 
time has been occupied in fortifying himself 
and organizing raids? If so, yon will find 
yourselves vastly mistaken, and that w.thin 
a very few days. 

In what manner I came into possession of 
the facts which I am about to narrate, Is not 
material. Suffice it to say, they are facts, as 
time will prove. Perhaps a few hours may 
bring the dreadful realization.

To tho Associated Press. 

Washington, Jnly 29. 

A letter from the Army of tho Potomac, 
dated the 28tb, says: The arrival of some 
troops in the vicinity of Bermuda Hundred a 
day or two ago caused them to think that an 
advance on Richmond by way of Malvern 
Hill was intended. A force consisting of 
Kershaw’s, Longstreet’s, and Wilcox’s divis- 
ions, of Hill’s corps, was immediately with- 
drawn from tbe vicinity of Petersburg and 
sent down to check the movement. To coun- 
teract this macccavreof the enemy, a corps 
was detached and sent across the James river, 
and, at 6.30 yesterday morning, our advance 
met the rebel skirmishers in an open field ep- 
posite Jones’s Neck, with a battery in posi- 
tion at the edge ot the woo is. On the farther 
side of the woods a long line of skirmishers 
was at once thrown out, who soon drove the 
rebels to their breastworks, where they were 
kept hotly engaged, while a brigade of the 
first division moved around on the left of the 
enemy's line, and, getting on their flank, 
charged and drove them from their guns i ito 
the woods, captaring fifty or sixty prisoners, 
fonr guBS, and a quantity of small arms. 

The enemy fell back on their reinforce- 
ments, who occupied strong works built there 
two yenrs ago, and onr troops followed, taking 
a position on their front, and, before this 
reaches yon, the entire force may be captured 
or routed. The gnns taken were four 24- 
poundir Parrott's, marked May 29, 1864, 
near Richmond, and are some that were cap. 

tured from the 18th at Drury’s Bluff last 

May. The loss on Monday was six wounded, 
bnt none fatally. Gen. Grant rode to' the 
front in the evening in company with Gan. 
Hancock, and viewed the enemy’s position. 
He seemed pleased with the morning s opera- 
tic ns. 

Gen. Foster had quite a lively time with 
the enemy yesterday at the same place, but, 
owing to his being overpowered, he fell back 
half a mile, nntil the arrival of the 2d corps. 
He lost forty or fifty wounded daring the day. 
An attack was expected on Warren yesterday, 
but it was not made. 

Memphis, July 27. 

Apparently authentic reports from Helena 
say that the expedition, consisting of a negro 
regimeDt, a portion of the 15:h Illinois cav- 
alry, and a section of a battery, which left 
that place on Monday in the direction of 
White river, when near Nelson, eighteen 
mites out, encountered a formidable rebel 
force under Dobbins, and, after a short fight, 
were obliged to retire, with a loss of twelve 
killed and fourteen wounded. Col. Brooks, 
of the colored regiment, and Capt. Antilly are 
reported among the killed. The rebels pur- 
sued to within cine miles of Helena, where 
our troops made a stand. A sharp fight was 
going cn when our informant left. The re- 
•mainder of the 15 h cavalry and other rein- 
forcements were being rapidly forwarded from 
Helena. 

Gen. Wash’ourno issued an order that all 
persons in West Tennessee and Mississippi 
having ce .ton will be permitted to bring it to 
Memphis and store it in the hands ot tbe Gov- 
ernment, subject to such disposition as may 
hereafter be made — vouchers given in receipt 
therefor. 

Cairo, July 29. 

The steamer Emperor, from New Orleans 
On the 21st, has arrived. She reports a rebel 
battery of five guns fifteen miles above Skap- 
with’e landing, which fired several shots into 
the tin-clad gunboat 24, doing no damage.

New York, Ju y 29. 

The Palmetto Herald of 21st states that 
Admiral Dahlgren had left tor Cba-leston. 
Fort Sumpter was undergoing another de- 
structive bombardment from our batteries and 
the fleet. The firing was very slow, but ac- 
curate, and serious damage nad resulted thus 
far. The fire on Charleston was also kept up. 

The work of erecting residences for rebel 
prisoners on Morris Island progressed, though 
tbe rebels annoy tbe workmen to the extent 
of their ability by shelling the buildings. 

Gen. Foster’s late expedition created a great 
scare in Savannah. The rams were removed 
down to the obstructions in the river, and 
Gen. Johnston sent a brigade of Georgia 
troops to Savannah, which was diverted from 
Augueta to John's Island, where they partici- 
pated in the fight of tbe 9th. 

Indianapolis, July 29. 

Governor Morton has authorized the publi- 
cation of an official report made to him last 
June by General Carrington, military com- 
mander of this district, containing a full ex- 
position of a secret political ord3r, antagonis- 
tic to the Government, called the Sons of 
Liberty, of which H H. Dodd is Grand Com- 
mander of the State; Horace Haffsrn, Deputy 
Commander; and W. M Harrison, Secretary. 
The officers for the United States are C. S. 
Vallandigbnm, Supreme Grand Commander; 
Holloway, Deputy, andDr. Massey, Secretary. 
W. A. Bowles, L. P Mulligan, Andrew Hum- 
phrey and J. C. Walker are the Major Gener- 
als for Indiana. 

Sandusky, July 29. 

Tbe funeral of Major-General McPherson 
at Clyde tc-day was very largely attended. 
The ceremonies were very impressive. The 
body was attended by four of hi3 personal 
staff. One company of the 13t'h Unite! States 
infantry, the 24th Ohio battery, from Sandus- 
ky, and the 128th Ohio volunteer infantry 
from Johnson’s Island, formed the military 
escort. Rev. T. Hildreth, of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, was the orator. His ad- 
dress was listened to, with breathless interest. 
Among the mourners were hie mother, grand- 
mother. two brothers, two sisters, aud other 
relatives of the deceased. Tire number pres 
eut was estimated at eight or ten thousand. 

St. Johns, N. F , July 28. 

Cyrus W. Field left to-day fer Placentia 
Bay. He vitited Trinity Bay yesterday. 
Hearts Content is tbe place where the Atlan- 
tic cable w ill be landed. Mr. F. proposes to 
build a land line thence to Placentia, one 
hundred miles in length, and over a good 
road the entire distance.

Harper’s Ferry is once again, in its varied 
experience during this war, the scene o' ac- 
tive military operations. That much I may 
say withaut imparting any Ufrrraation to 
the enemy, fer by too time this goes into 
print, they will well know that before Mary- 
land can be invaded again, tbe question is to 
be decided who shall be master in the Val- 
ley ot the Shenandoah. 

Without touching on contraband news by 
& py reference to the troops which, on our 
Side, are to be employed in settling this prob- 
lem, their numbers, commanders, & *., I may 
say that the military authorities have pushed 
lorward their counter movements against the 
schemes of the rebels with aa unusual de- 
gree of vigor, sagacity, and security. 

If the rebel force lingers anywhere near 
Winchester, a battle is among tho probabili* 
ties within the next few days. If fought at 
all, it will be fought under circumstances that 
ought, and I believe will, give us success It 
will not be a fight in which tho position of 
our forces is exposed to the whole rebel 
strength. There will be no whipping us this 
time by detail. We shall not be obliged to 
fight against superior numbers of tho enemy 
or bad management on our part. If we are 
whipped, the rebels will have to show a larger 
force in the Shenandoah Valley than has yst 
been developed, except by rumor, and they 
will also have to fight for what they get. It 
i9 doublfnl whether any serious engagement 
occurs, unless, indeed, our movements have 
been sufficiently rapid to take the rebels by 
snrnrise. 

We have had abundant experience of the 
un fruitfulness of a chase of the enemy up the 
valley. When they find it expedient to avoid 
giving battle, there is a race for Staunton or 
seme of tbe gaps in which the rebels have the 
advantege both the start and distance, and as 
they generally lead us, so I am inclined to 
believe we will be this time. There is one 
other point to be taken into consideration, 
ana upon it may depend the whole question. 
The enemy may be sufficiently iu need of tha 
ctopsinthe valley to make it imperatively 
necessary that they Bhould get them. These 
crops have furnished a very considerable sub- 
sistence for tho army at Richmond. The 
question as to who is master in the valley is 
to be tested. 

There is nothing important from up the 
river. The rebels withdrew their pickets from 
opposite Williamsport on Wednesday night 
and yesterday. Gen. Kelly has reoccupied 
Martinsburg. Telegrapic communication with 
that point has not been reestablished, nor 
have any trains yet ran. 

Washington, July '29. 

Regulations have been prepared by the 
Treasury Department, for warehousing die- 
tilled spirits, coal oil, naptha, and manu- 
factured tobacco, under the internal revenue 
law. Two new classes of warehouses are 
created, to be exclusively used for the purpose, 
under the direction of the office of internal 
revenue.

The Premiqp heard 
them all with commendable patience, and lis- 
tened to the Rev. F. W. Tremlett on behalf 
of Admiral Anson, to Spence, the fitter-out 
of piratical ships, and to several M. P.’s, and 
then in reply said : 

That two facts were abundantly clear, viz: 
that the war was craelly destructive to the 
Americans themselves, and the inconvenience 
caused by it to other nations was excessive. 
The question remained, whether the Govern- 
ment bad any rational gronnd for supposing 
that the Federal Government would listen to 
ai yp.oposais of mediation at the p:e eat mo- 
ment. There was an old couplet: 

Th**y who in quarrels interpose, 

Will often wipe a bloody nuse. 

Ho was cot afraid of a bloody no3e, but he 
feared that premature efforts would only have 
the effect of exasperating the North and mak- 
ing it more difficult, when the passions were 
a little calmed, to effect the object all must 
have in view. The Government was lead to 
think, from all accounts that reached them, 
that this was cot the moment at which any 
mediatory proposals could be usefully made. 
Each party was equally confident of ultimate 
success, and the North especially jealouiofin- 
terference. If, however, at any future time 
reasonable ground could be shown for sup- 
posing that friendly suggestions wonld be 
listened to, Her Majesty’s Government would 
be bappv to use their efforts to arrive at such 
a desirable result as that of terminating this 
unhappy war. 

Qalignani, the great Paris paper, read 
as extensively as any other on the continen-, 
says: “Many persons inquire what is the 
meaning of the word Kearsarge, the name of 
ihe vessel which sunk the Alabama.

In France, the waste steam from the engine 
instead of being allowed to escape into the 
air, is conducted from the escape pipe by 
means of a vulcanized India rubber tube to 
copper pipes, through which itcirculatee under 
the seats and flooring of the cars.

ing accomplished without discomfort to the 
travellers.

SOMETHING ABOUT NAMES. 

It Is easy to ask what’s in a name? and to 
say, “ the man’s the gowd for a’ that.” Nev- 
ertheless men kave their prejudices on this 
subject. Poor Oinna the poet, when he was 
mistaken by the mob for Oinna the conspira- 
tor, must have been of the opinion that a name 
was a very grave thing indeed. Old Baron 
Steuben, hard-headed Prussian as he was, 
ehowfd some feeling in this matter when he 
made one of his soldiers give up the unsavory 
name of Benedict Arnold, and take his own 
in exchange. 

“Call a man a thief, and he will steal.” 
Call a place Grub street, and who will look 
for anybody but dunces there? Oall a place 
Twickenham— genius and the muses dwell 
there. Elkinah Skettle, Nahum Tate— who 
could bring himself to believe that they were 
not hopelessly damned for poets? Many 
readers who like the poetry of James Hogg 
are glad that they can speak of the poet as the 
Ettrick Shepherd. In one of the Eastern States 
is a city which has a Mr. KalbSeisch for mayor 
—his Honor Mayor Calfteeat— whereby the 
civic dignity must suffer grievously. 

It chances sometimes that there is lowness 
or barrenness in a name and it is cast off; or 
there is promise of fortune, or glory of sound, 
and it is assumed. Mr. Home expected 
something substantial from his relative 
Mr. Tooke; accordingly he wrote himself 
Horae Tooke and got disappointed for his 
pains. Voltaire is world-famous; so is Lam- 
artine; yet "Voltaire” was merely the ana- 
grammatic invention of him, who, by the 
grace of his father, was Francois Arohette; 
and M. de Lamartine is nobody but Alphonse 
Prat. 

There is an art of naming, but, like other 
arts, it is often brought into discredit by bung- 
lers; moreover genius here, as elsewhere, 
must submit to circumstances. For example, 
there is such a treasure of euphonious allite- 
rations to be gleaned from the pages of the 
loftier sort of romances— which young read- 
ers of a sentimental turn hope to bestow on 
certain darling creatures at an uncertain fu- 
ture time. But then again, there is a wealthy 
aunt or grandfather, not long for this world, 
whom one is naturally anxious to please, and 
the upshot is that baby is called Polly or Ja- 
cob— the actual, as usual, being too strong 
for the ideal. Did any ambitious parent 
ever look through the works of Charles 
Dickens for fancy names? How would Rich- 
ard Swiveller answer their purpose? or 
Smike, or Toots, or Martin Chszzellwit, or 
Paul Sweedlepipis? 

The English, stubborn in all things and 
doggedly conservative, still fill their courts, 
their universities, their parliaments with Hen- 
rys, Roberts, Johns, Edwards, Thomases, as 
they have done from time immemorial. An- 
te-revolutionary Frenchmen had orthodox 
Catholic names, priest given. Afterward.'they 
borrowed largly from Plutarch, and Cmiar 
acted as patron saint for many of the descend- 
ants of those Gsuls whom he conquered "in 
his days of nature.” If a Spaniard is too poor 
to give bis children lands or goods, the calen- 
dar at least, is not easily exhausted. In the 
United States, where the devil of hurry holds 
sway, and where the organ of reverence is 
not largely developed, it is not safe to pin a 
long catalogue to any child, it will inevitably 
be mangled, perhaps reduced to a very humble 
monosyllable. A foreigner once remarked 
that those who spoke English gained two 
hours a day by slipping words. In this re- 
spect the Americans have certainly not de- 
generated. Poley is short for Napoleon, 
George Washington Bowles must answer to 
the name of Wash Bowles. 

Calling little boys after great men does not 
always prove that it is intended to honor the 
great men, but rather to magnify the little 
boys; nevertheless, family records, muster 
rolls, tombstones, are no bad tests of the pop- 
ularity of public characters, or the esteem in 
which their memory is held. Judging by 
these tokens, Washington, Franklin, and 
Jackson are dearest to the hearts of Ameri- 
cans. 

But we are not an exclusive people. With 
ns a ny body, living or dead, can be a godfather. 
Of literary celebrities John Milton is perhaps 
laid under contribution for this purpose more 
frequently than any other. Shakespeare 
hardly ever, if at all. Does the prophetic 
malediction which protects bis bones act 
as a charm to frighten fathers and 
mothers? Or is it not rather that one 
would be as apt to think of the sun on 
such occasions as of him who is "the heir of 
all humanity." John Calvin and Martin Lu- 
ther are put in requisition, though far more 
Sparingly than in the last century. La Fay- 
ette is still in request. Maine is full of little 
Neal Dow Smiths. Elmer Ellsworth, just 
turned of three, and more or less voluble 
prattlers, abound in Northern nurseries. Al- 
so there are some Parson Brownlows just be- 
ginning to use their legs — for Brownlow 
would be nothing but for the “Parson.” Kos- 
suth got hats named after him, bnt not many 
babies, main y, we suspect, because of the un- 
certainty of the Hungarian pronunciation. 
On the whole, mamma’s favorite preacher 
and papa’s favorite politician hare the best 
chances of becoming godfathers. 

The phenomenon of christening children 
with heathen names is too common to be a 
phenomenon. Horace and Augustus have 
become almost as English as ever they were 
Roman. Virgil, musicalest of all, is not so 
familiar. But few venture on Homer. The 
name of Paris is now and then given to 
reputable babies — apparently bv people not 
well read in the scandalous chronicles of 
King Priam’s court. Mr. A.O Brownson, 
the distinguished reviewer, bears the name of 
two members of the happy family of Atreus, 
Orestes (who killed bis mother), Agamemnon 
(who was killed by his wife). 

Since the hero of the Odyssey passed away 
there has lived no Ulysses so great a 9 our new 
Lieutenant-General. There is another of our 
Generals whom we never see in print without 
beiDg reminded that it U easy to commit a 
solecism without being absurd. Gen. Don 
Carlos Buell sounds extremely well; but in 
plain English it would stand thus: Gen. Mr. 
Charles Buell. 

Among us Republicans, if a man happen to 
be born a White, or a Grey, or a Greene, he 
expects to die as such. In England men lose 
their names by success in war and politics, 
and by the death of their fathers, even as in 
America, women lose theirs by marriage. An 
accumulation of titles eften overwhelms a 
family like an avalanche, so that it is only 
by digging that one finds it. Cavendish, so 
familiar to the tobacco sellers and tobacco 
ohewerf, is the name ofaneblehouseof which 
the successive heads have have been prominent 
in English history as earls and dukes of 
Devonshire. John Singleton Copley, whilom 
the Yankee boy, has been Lord Lyndhnrst 
for many years. The brothers, John and 
William Scott, are unknown to many wh» 
have often heard of Lord Eldon and Lord 
Stowell. The Duke of Wellington has thrown 
Sir Arthur Wellesley into the shade. John 
Chnrohhill is comparatively obscure, but the 
renown of Marlborough fills the world. It 
often happens that one such ohauge in a life- 
time is not enough. There was a statesman 
who entered parliament in the reign of Oharlee 
II. as Sir Thomas Osborne; soon after he u 
made a peer, and his name is Dauby ; not many 
years elapse before he is marquess of Caermar- 
tben. Finally, we take leave of this sam 
Osborne, Dauby, Caermarthen in the person 
Of the duke of Leeds. 

Over the channel they have once, and for 
nil time, charge tout cela. Titles of nobility 
there ate worthless waste paper. The Mont- 
morencis, the Condes, the Longncvilles, are 
no more, and Done like them have risen to 
take their places. Bonaparte could do many 
difficult things. He ceuld knock off crowns 
like hats, and upset thrones like foo-st ola. 
But be could not give names to bis servants 
nor take them away. The Prince rf Bene- 
ventum is nobody, but the meme-y of Tai ev- 
land is a bouteheid word for all who admire 
» keen mind and brilliant wit. When men

Ney, Masaenna, Davoust, Soalt, are names
